Foster care

Montana Child and Family Services
(CFS) determines a child needs to
be placed in foster care. A kinship
placement will be explored first.
If a kinship placement is
unavailable, then a child is placed
in a foster family.

Apply with CFS at
dphhs.mt.gov/CFSD/Fosterparent to
become a foster family in Montana.

Child Bridge (childbridgemontana.org) works with faith communities in Montana to find,
train and connect foster families with supports needed to successfully foster children
who have suffered abuse and neglect.
